of  the  Poor  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen  to 

appoint  all  other  Town  Officers  as  required  by 
law.

vate sale  to  such  purchasers  and  for  such  price 
as  they  may  determine  any  real  estate  acquired 
by  the  town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds,  and 
until  such  sale  is  made  to  administer  such  pro- 
perty in  the  interests  of  the  town. 

22.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  Construction  of  Highways  and 
Bridges. 

(a)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,890.50  for 
the  construction  of  the  Carleton  Hill 
road  provided  that  the  State  will  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,890.00  for  the  same 
purpose,  it  being  understood  that 
if  said  appropriation  is  made  by  the 
State  and  the  Town  accepts  special  aid, 
that  the  Town  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
State  Aid  for  class  H  roads. 

(b)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State 
Aid  construction  for  the  class  II  roads 
known  as  Carleton  Hill  and  appropriate 
or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of 
$2,591.19,  or  will  accept  State  Aid  for 
construction  of  class  V  roads  and  raise 
and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  pur- 
pose the  sum  of  $647.79. 

(c)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $700  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  bridge  near 
Wendell  Haynes'  farm. 

(d)  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  mainten- 
ance of  Town  roads.
